106TH CONVENTION AND COIN SHOW

The first California State Numismatic Association (CSNA) Convention and Coin Show of 
the new millennium will be held in Modesto on February 19-20, 2000, with three (3) Northern 
California clubs hosting the show. Host clubs are: the Delta Coin Club of Stockton, the Gateway 
Coin Club of Merced, and the Stanislaus County Coin Club. 


The show will be held at the Modesto Centre Plaza Convention Center, 1000 “L” Street, 
Modesto, from 10:00 AM to 6:00 PM on Saturday and from 10:00 AM to 4:00 PM on Sunday. 
The facility will accommodate 40 dealers from across the Western United States. The Convention 
Center is located next to the Doubletree Hotel and is approximately three (3) blocks West of 
Highway 99 using the Downtown Modesto Exit. Terry Woodward is serving as General 
Chairman of the event. 


Rare Coin Exhibits, Educational Forums and a Saturday Evening Banquet at the St. Stans 
Brewery are some of the highlights of the show that attendees will be treated to. Specialty groups 
will also meet during the show, including: The Western Wooden Money Club, Franklin Half 
Dollar Collector Club, Solano Silver Round Table Club, and the California Exonumist Society. 
Also scheduled is a meeting of the American Numismatic Association (ANA) district and club 
representatives and an open meeting of the CSNA. Times and locations of these meetings will be 
listed in the 106th Convention Program.

Dollar good for $1.00 off any purchase from any dealer at the show. The public is encouraged to 
bring in coins, tokens or currency for free identification and appraisals.
